State vs Hans, from Lincoln, Settle 
J. delivering opiuion. 1 


An attempt to try the title to land 
by an indictment under the statute 
An act to prevent willful tres 
upon land,’ „ would be a perver- 
sion of its use, and an abuse of the 
State’s perogative, which should not 
be tolerated by the courts. 

Judgment of court below reversed. 


State vs Gailer, indictment for burn- 
ing outhouse, from Sampson, By- 
num J. delivering opinion, 

Elisha Anders, the owner of the 
remises had died, and his widow, 
usan, remained in occupation of the 

land and outhouses, and was using 

the onthouse.at the time of the burn- 
ing. Not being in the wrongful pos- 
session, she was properly char in 
the bill as the owner of the building. 
Judgment below affirmed. 


State vs. Thomason, Bynum J. de- 
livering opinion. 


Defendant was found guilty on an 
indictment for stealing ‘‘two five dol- 
lar United States Treasury notes.“ 
Motion was made on arrest of judg- 
ment that such stealing is no offence, 
not being made so by our statute. 
Bat. Rev. Ch. 32, 519. Held: that 
the words of the statute are suffic- 
iently com prehensive to embrace this 
case. Judgment below affirmed. 


State vs. Capps, frem Mecklenburg, 
Settle J. delivering opinon. 


After verdict of guilty on an in- 
dictment for larceny, defendant 
moved in arrest of judgment on the 
ground thatthe indictment charged 
that the article stolen was the prop- 
erty of Grier and another.“ whereas 
the proof showed it was the property 
of Grier & Alexander, a co-partner- 
ship firm. Held: that while at com- 
mou law this would have been a va- 
riance, yet the objection is met in 
words and spirit by our statute. Bat. 
Rev. Ch. 33, Sec. 67. Judgment be- 
low overuling motion in arrest af- 
firmed. 


Smith vs. Fort, from Wayne, Settle 
J. delivering opinion 


Upon, a review of the evidence in 

this case, a venire de novo is ordered 

because his Honor erred in Jeaving it 

to the jury to say whether or not 

there had been a sale of a certain mil 

aud fixtures to Fort alone, while the 

only proof offered on the subject 

claimed a sale to Fort and Yelberton.

use then. ere you will see almost 
every kitchen utensil, portable cook- 
ing-stoves, jelly-cake and butter 
moulds in the imitation of birds and 
flowers, pots, kettles, crocks, dishes, 
cups and saucers, spoons, Knives and 
forks, dippers, skimmers, sauce-pans, 
frying-pans, lamps, lamp-stands, 
flesh-hooks, braziers for charcoal. In 
a Word, pretty much every kitchen, 
dining room, or chamber article 
found in modern use entered into the 
economy of the daily life of Roman 
antiquity. All the articles of a lady’s 
toilet, including jewelry of all kinds 
gold and silver ornaments, corals and 

recious stones, were found in houses 
n Pompeii. Taken from the retail 
shops were steelyards, ballances, 
weights, and measures.

WHat MAKES THE Sky BLUE.— 
The ethereal blue color of the sky is 
due to minute particles of matter 
which float in the air. Were these 
particles removed, the ap arance of 
the sky would be dead lack. It is 
a fact in optics that exceedingly fine 
portions of matter disperse or scatter 
the blue rays of light, coarser portions 
scatter red rays, still coarser portions 
scatter all the rays, making white 
light. The atmosphere is fuil of 
aqueous vapor, the particles of which 
diffuse white light in all directions. 
When these particles are enlarged, 
they become visible in the form of 
clouds. The vapor particles of the 
white clouds are supposed to be finer 
and lighter than those of the dark 
clouds. That the diffusion of light 
in our atmosphere, the blue coloring 
of the sky and the colors of the clouds, 
are due to the presence of matter 


floating in.the air. has been conclu- 


ing a beam of sunlight through a 
glass tube, the beam is rendered bril- 
liantly visible by the reflection of 
light from the dust particles floating 
in the air contained in the tube. But 
on removing thedust particles, which 
is done by filtering the air by cotton 
wool, or causing the air to pass over 
a flame, the beam of light is no lon- 
ger visible in the tube.—Scientific 
American.

Our chances for tri- 
umph were never more cheering than 
now, if only unity and good feeling 
prevailed in our ranks. Our enemies 
are divided in counsel. The 
policy of the general government 
and the administration of our 
State affairs have failed to meet 
the expectations of the people. 
Public sentiment is ripe for a change. 
An easy, an assured victory is in 
our grasp if only by wisely acting we 
deserve it.
